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AS WILL be seen by orders published this week 
the extensive movements of troops directed in G. O. 
20, A. G. O., of April 13 last, have already com- 
menced. 








To THE list published last week of Army officers 
detailed to inspect National Guard treops is now to 
be added Captain John Patterson, 20th U. 8S. In- 
fantry, of Fort Assinniboine, who will visit the 
eamp of the Minnesota National Guard at Lakeview, 
near Lake City, about June 20and remain fora 
month ‘* takin’ notes.” 








Tue U. S. Supreme Court has granted a rehearing 
in the case of Elisha G. Marshall, involving the 
right of colonels of the Army to the full forty per 
cent. increase of pay, which was decided against the 
claimant some months ago. This action, the counsel 
for the claimant regards as equivalent toa favor- 
able decision. The rehearing, however, will not 
take place until the autumn term of the court. 








OWING to the illness of Representative Cutcheon 
no action has lately been taken by the sub committee 
in charge of the investigation of the alleged incor- 
poration of unofficial matter in the Rebellion Rec- 
ords. The other sub-committee of the House Mili- 
tary Committee, investigating the Fort Brown mat- 
ter, is also idle, its members being too much occu- 
pied with tariff speeches to devote any time to com- 
mittee work. 








THE Second Comptroller of the Treasury has, as 
we predicted, decided to suspend action upon the 
cases arising under the Mullan and Baker decisions, 
in which the claim is complicated by the change of 
title from midshipman to naval cadet under the law 
of 1882, pending the action of thecourts. This 
action of the Comptroller affects, however, only 
80 much of the claim as accrued after this change, 
that portion coming under the title of midshipman, 
being separately considered and passed upon in 
favor of the claimant. 








LIEUTENANT-GENERAL SHERIDAN, accompanied by 
Colonel Blunt, of his staff, returned to Washing- 
ton May 12, from a visit of inspection to the Fort 
Sheridan, Ill., and Newport, Ky., military posts. 
At the latter post the General selected the locations 
for the new buildings soon to be erected there. The 
plans for these buildings were all approved by the 
Liettenant-General some days ago, and now that 
he has selected the sites the work of construction 
Will be commenced as soon as the necessary con- 
tracts have been made. 





As AN example of the enterprise shown by the 
several Army officers detailed for duty at colleges 
as Professors of Military Science and Tactics, we 
refer with pleasure to the good work achieved by 
Lieutenant J. M. Califf, 8d U. 8S. Artillery, at the 
State University of Iowa. For the use and study of 
his pupils he has prepared a series of rough notes, 
Which we regret our space will not permit us to give 
in full, for they afford information which older 
heads might receive with profit. First comes data 
under the head of ‘‘ Organization of Trains,” then 
“ Field Fortification,” ‘‘ Permanent Works,” ‘‘Mod- 
ern Artillery,” “‘Gunpowder and other Explosives,” 





“The High Erplosives,” “Siege Operations,” and 


‘* Torpedoes and Submarine Mines.” Thus the stu 
dents are not only educated in matters of drill but 
in those higher branches of the military art which 
‘will be of the utmost use to them in their future 
careers, be they military or be they civil. 








Tue chances now are that General Steele's Army 
reorganization bill will remain ix its present unfin- 
ished state until the next session of Congress. Its 
author says he has made no attempt to remodel it 
in accordance with the suggestions he has received 
since its last publication in the JourNaL and will 
not do so unless his committee should obtain a day 
for the consideration of military measures, and this 
he considers highly improbable in view of the pro- 
tracted debate on the tariff. He has little hopes 
for any further Army legislation this session. 








In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort 
Davis, Texas, for drunkenness on duty, etc., and 
sentenced to dishonorable discharge, General Stan- 
ley judiciously remarks : ‘‘ The captain of the pris- 
oner’s troop testifies that his character was most 
excellent up to the time of commiting the offence 
for which he is now tried. Another officer of his 
troop testifies that the prisoner’s character was ex- 
cellent. Under the circumstances, a disciplinary 
punishment should have been awarded. ‘ Most 
excellent’ soldiers are not so readily obtained as to 
render it advisable to dishonorably discharge them 
the first time they are tried for getting drunk. The 
reviewing authority regreis that he cannot, under 
present circumstances, commute the sentence. The 
sentence is disapproved.” 








NeiTHer the.War nor Navy Department has yet 
completed the compilation of the large mass of 
data in regard to cost, etc., of the retired lists of the 
Army and Navy, since their creation, called for by 
the Reagan resolution. The War Department is the 
farthest advanced with the work, and will probably 
be ready to report in the course of the next ten 
days. The Navy Department is somewhat crippled 
in its clerical force, owing to the large amount of 
extra labor involved in the preparation of the data 
called for by the Chandler resolution, and as a 
consequence has made little headway with the list 
required. Besides, the Department has to depend 
upon the Fourth Auditor for a part of the informa- 
tion called for. The answer to the resolution, while 
not likely to be of much benefit to anybody, even 
to its author, who evidently is preparing for one of 
his periodical attacks upon the retired list. From the 
report to be presented it will appear that the maxi- 
mum amount of pay received by any officer on the re- 
tired list is $104,000 by Gen J. C. Robinson. Gen. 
Ricketts had received nearly $100,000 at the time 
of his death, and Rear Admiral Selfridge about the 
same since his retirement in 1866. But it is to be 
assumed that Congress is sufficiently intelligent to 
understand the unfairness of taking the aggregate 
of a yearly income extending over nearly a quarter 
of a century asa fair statement of benefits received. 
Much more has been received during the same period 
by members of Congress whose terms of service 
cover the same period. 





THE graduating class of naval cadets, who have 
completed the requisite academic course and also 
the two years’ service ut sea, will soon be gathered 
at Annapolis for their examination for final gradu-

ation. The class is composed of twenty-five mem- 
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bers, from which will be selected not more thin 
half to fill vacancies in the line alone, there being 
still a surplus of officers in the Engineer Corps and 
also in the Oorps of Engineers. The vacancies 
which have occurred since July 1, 1887, in the line 
are as follows: Rear Admirals Franklin and Davis 
and Capt. 8. L. Breese, retired; Ensign N. S. Mose- 
ly, died; Lieut.

Tae London Times of May 1887, published 
an extract from the memorial of Prince Chin to 
the Empress Regent which is believed to mark the 
commencement in earnest of railroad construction 
in Uhina. Railways are being made by the Chinese 
in Formosa. The line from the Kaiping colleries via 
Taku to Tientsin is rapidly approaching completion; 
and the Marquis Tseng has recently proposed the 
construction of a line round the artificial lake in 
Pekin itself. It is further proposed to es- 
tablish railroad communication between those 
two great countries of the East, India and China, 
which together contain more than one-half the 
population of the globe, and to open up to British 
commerce Western China and Indo-China, two 
great land-locked regions blessed with vast mineral 
resources, a fruitful soil and a bountiful climate, 
and inhabited by 112 million possible customers 
for English goods—112 million of the most energetic, 
industrious and trade-loving people in Asia. It is 
proposed to connect Southwest China with Moul- 
main, Burmab, and thence extend the line to conncot 
with the railroad system of the Indian peninsu!a, 
A French line to Yunnan Fu in Southwestern China 
is also projected. But though this line is 100 miles 
shorter than that to Moulmain, Moulmain is nearer 
Europe by 2,100 miles, and nearer to India by 2,800 
miles; the Moulmain route also avoids the necessity 
of the dangerons navigation of the China seas, and 
passes generally through richer, more peaceable and 
better populated country. It is within our knowledge 
that operations are actively under way to extend tbe 
area of Chinese mining operations. A company of 
American miners, assisted by a gang of coolies, is at 
work in Mongolia under the direction of Prof. Jobn 
A. Church, and the Hngineer informs us that the 
Chinese Government has lately employed nine 
Japanese mining wetallurgiste, experts ani engi- 
neers —three of whom are engineers who have ac- 
quired their scientific knowledge in Europe—to in- 
spect and work the copper mines in the province of 
Yunnan. This mining is being done by the latest 
modern methods of mining, and the ores treated by 
the modern foreign process.

THE Ohi? Soldier tells a story of Judge Gresham 
who is so pron inently mentioned as a Republican 
candidate for the Presidency. Gen. Gresham fell 
severely wounded in the en ement which cost 
McPherson his life. The pine box containing the 
body of the dead chieftain was placed in the box 
car A which, on his cot, lay Gen. Gresham, uncon- 
scious that his loved commander was killed. During 
the night, on the journey toward Chattanooga, Gen. 
Gresham awakened, and seeing another member of 
Gen. McPherson's staff, besides Dr. Eastman, sitting 
by his cot, he inquired how he came to be there. 
The officer replied that he was taking Gen. McPher- 
son to his home in Ohio. Gen. Gresham anxiously 
inquired where his chief was. The officer pointed to 
the pine box in the car and answered, * There! 
Gen. Gresham was deeply affected, and notwith- 
stan‘ding his efforts to conceal his emotion, the tears 
eame to his eyes and ran down his bronzed and 
weatherbeaten cheeks.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Major Israzt Otrs Dewry, Pay Department, 
U.S. Army, retired, died at the Norfolk House, 
Boston Highlands, Mass., Saturday, May 12. Major 
Dewey wasa native of Vermont, but spent his ma- 
ture years at Concord and Hanover, N. H., until be 
was appointed au officer of volunteers in May, 
1864. He bad attained bonorable positions by the 
suffrages of his fellow citizens, the appointment of 
the Governor of New Hampshire, aud by the seleo- 
tion of the President before he entered the volun- 
teers, having been a member of the legislature, a 
member of the Governor's staff, and postmaster, re- 
signing the last named office to accept bis commis- 
sion. He was an excellent example of the class of 
volunteers to which be belonged: in middle life, 
prosperousin private affairs, honored in public office, 
surrounded by his young family, not actuated by 
personal ambition, he disregarded all of the 
considerations growing out of such a happy 
environment and assumed the duties of a sol- 
dier from a spirit of pure patriotism. His 
service as an officer of volunteers was in 
South Carolina; having accepted a position 
in the Army bis service was chiefly in the South and 
West until 1885 when be was ordered to Washington 
where he was retired March 9, 1888, having atiained 
the age of 64. He was thuroughly capable and ef- 
ficient and a model of prvbity 1m official matters, In 
personal relations an honest, straightforward Christ- 
ian map, bis cheerful disposition, his kindness, aud 
keen, spmghtly wit wou for bim friendship and 
good will wherever he wes. On the day of his re- 
tirement he seemed to bimself and his friends as 
well as be had ever been, but an internal cancer was 
insidiovely developing and brougbt bim soon to the 
inevitable end, which he wet with caim confidence, 
surrounded by his entire family. The sympathy of 
a wide cirvle of Army friends is extended to the be- 
reaved widow, soos aod daughter. 


A VETERAN officer, Lieutenant Colonel Lorenzo 
Sitgreaves, U.S. Army, retire, died at bis reai- 
devce in Washington, May l4th. He entered the 
Military Academy from Pennsyivania in 1827, was 
graduated in 1832. and promoted Bvt. 2d Lieutenant 
lat Artiliery ; attained the rank of 27 Lieut. Ist Ar- 
tillery in 1833, and resigned August 31, 1836, to be- 
come a civil engineer. Lo 1838 he was reappoilaoted 
in the Army as 2d Lieut. Topographical Eagineers, 
and served in many responsible positions. Lo 1861 
he had attained the grade of Major, and was pro- 
moted Lieut. Col. Corps of Eogineers April 22, 1564. 
On July 10, 1866, be was retired from active service 
for disability resulting from long and faithful ser- 
vice and disease contracted in the line of duty, For 
bis eallantry at the battle of Buena Vista, February 
28. 1847, he received the brevet of Captain. The fu- 
nersl took place from St. John's Churcb, Wasbing- 
ton, May 16, and was largely attended. A portion 
of the artillery troops at Wusbingtoo Barracke pare 
ticipated. Generals Swaim, McComb. Wright, Hag- 
ner, Townsend, Joreph Johnson and Rochester, snd 
admiral Rodgers, acted as pallbearers. Toe attend- 
ance was large, and mapy followed the remains to 
Oak Hill Cemetery, where the interment was made,

He was for 20 years senior 
onrnees of the New York Fye and Ear Infirmary, 
and began and carried on for nine years the Unsec- 
tarian Dispensary connected with the Church of the 
Holy Trinity. In 1877 he was a member of the New 
Y ork delegation to the [nternation=1 Medical Cou- 
gressat London. He was a member of the County 
Medical Society, of the Academy of Medicine, ot 
the Physicians’ Mutual Aid Society, of the Gyne- 
ecological Society of Boston, of the Military Order 
of the Loyal Legion, and of Duquesne Lodge No. 
454, F. and A. M. 


GENERAL Henry A. SMALLEY, who died May 13 at 
the Roosevelt Hospital, New York city, of pneu- 
monia, entered West Point in 1850, was graduated in 
1954, and ussigned to the artillery. When the war 
broke out he was 1st Lieutenant of the 2d U.S. Ar- 
tillery; Sept. 16, 1861, was appointed Colonel of the 
5th Vermont Volunteers. He resigned bis volunteer 
commission in September, 1862, and was Captain 24 
Artillery, Aug. 1, 1865. He resigned March 8, 1865, 
to engage in civil pursuits, and was well known in 
New York city asa civil engineer, and was at one 
time an editorial writer upon the Star.

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THE FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


The President has approved the joint resolution 
accepting the invitation of the French Republic to 
take part in an International Exposition to be held 
in Paris in 1889. . 
Senator Dolph’s $126,000,000 Sea Coast Defence bill 
has been made a special order for June 5 next. 

No business wus transacted by the Senate Military 
Committee this week, a quorum haviog failed to 
respond to the call for a meeting on Tuesday. 

The principal amendment made by the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations to the Pension Ap- 
propriatiou bill reported May 10, is the addition of 
$1,473,000 to the aggregate, which sam is deemed 
necessary to carry out the House provision that 
widows’ pensions shall date from the death of the 
husband. This provision was left open toa doubt 
whether it was or was not retroactive, and also 
whether it related to widows of soldiers of all wars. 
The Senate Committee amends the language of the 
provision so as toread as follows: “ That all pen- 
sions which have been or which may hereafter be 
granted under the general laws regulating pensions 
to widows in consequence of death occurring froma 
cause which originated in the Service since the 4th 
day of March, 1861, shall commence from the date of 
the death of the husband.” 

The following bills relating to the two Services 
were passed by the Senate May 16: 

S. 1323, conferring brevet promotion on officers of 
the Army for heroic service in Indian campaigns; 
8. 961, authorizing the presentation of badges to offi- 
cers aud men of the Greely relief expedition; S. 2116, 
to furnish aid to State homes for the support of dis- 
abled soldiers and sailors: S. 1969, granting right of 
way for street railway patra through the Fort 
Riley Military Reservation; 8. 2519, making enlisted 
men of the Signal Corps responsible for public pro- 

rty entrusted to their care instead of the disburs- 
og officer.

The humors, the hardships and the perils of vol- 
unteer service during the War of the Rebellion find 
a further illustration in the history which J. L. 
Smith of Philadelphia, publishes of the Corn Ex- 
change Regiment, 118th Pennsylvania Vols., from 
their first engagement at Antietam to Appomatox. 
To this history is added a record of the organization 
and acomplete roster of the re giment. The work 
is prepared by the survivors’ association of the regi- 
ment and isa fine octavo volume of 746 pages, con- 
taining a frontispiece portrait of the handsome col- 
onel, Chas. M. Prevost, Bvt. Brig.-Gen., U. S. Vols., 
maps, portraits, and 100 illustrations. TheCorn Ex: 
change Regiment is justly proud of a record which 
incluaes faithful service in the camp and in the fleld 
—at Antietam, Shepherdstown, where Col. Prevozt 
was wounded; Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, 
Gettysburg, Bristoe’s and Rappahannock Stations, 
Mine Run, and so on through the bloody wilderness 
to Spottsylvania ; the struggles around Petersburg 
and the final contests which resulted in the surren- 
derat Appomatox. Men who bad their share in such 
experiences are heroes all, and it is only the magni- 
tude of the contest in which they took part which 
makes their history otherwise than uncommon.

Conquistodor Fernando el Santo y Alfonso XI,’’ 
down to the organization necessitated by the civil 
war in 1873. In orderly series we bave a description 
of the entrance upon military service of “ the Span- 
ish recruit’’—a descripticn of life in the Military 
Academy and of the Spanish infantry, eavalry and 
artillery in the order named. Accompanyiug the 
letter-press of these four parts are 22 full page 
iliustrations and 32 smaller ones, besides two 
double-page illustrations, 17 inches by 25 inches, for 
framing; one representing the embarking of re- 
cruits and the other the serving of a coast battery.

“La Vida Militareo Fspava” 
is to be completed in 16 parts, having 320 quarto 
pages, 12}; in. by 17 in. each, part accompanied by 
a double-page picture; there being 226 illustrations 
in all. ‘Itis a work we can heartily commend to any 
one who is interested in euch publications. It is 
issued at the price of one dollar (cinco pesetas) for 
each part, of which there are to be 20 in all. 


In their Trans-Atlantic Series Messrs. G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons publish _a love story by W. H. Mallock, the 
author of “Is Life Worth Living,” etc. It 13 entitled * The 
Old Order Changes,” and gives us an insight into social 
philosophy as well as of love, the plot introducing us toa 
circle of English society people who entertain themselves 
with Mr. Foreman, a sociulist leader. His rough reasoning 
is refuted by the more refined logic of Mr. Stanley, a Cath- 
olic priest, who tells him that it would be far easier to make 
men Trappists than socialists, “because the severest dis- 
cipline ever devised for any handful of monks does far less 
violence to our average human nature than the change in it 
which your system would require to be universal.”

SURVEY OF HISTORIC BATTLE GROUNDS.

mee River. 

Fort Miami, on the north and west side of the Maumee 
River, 7 miles above Fort Industry. 

Fort Meigs, and the burial grounds of the soldiers of the 
war of 1812, near the same, ou the south and east bank of the 
Maumee River, 10 miles above the mouth of Swan Creek. 

A suitable portion of the battlefield of Fallen Timber, on 
the north and west bank of the Maumee River, 4 miles above 
Fort Meigs, where Anthony Wayne defeated the allied In- 
dian nations under Turkey Foot, Aug. 20, 1794. 

Fort Defiance, at the confluence of the Avugiaize and Mau- 
mee Rivers, erected by Gen. Wayne in August, > 

Fort Wayne, at Fort Wayne, Ind., at the confinence of the 
St. Joe and St. Mary's Rivers, which was erected by General 
Wayne in October, 1794.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE N. A. STATION. 


ReAR ADMIRAL LUCE has issued a very sensible 
circular letter of instructions to the officers of the 
North Atlantic Station on the subject of guonery 
and torpedo drills. He calls attention to the nece3- 
sity for a skilful and intelligent direction of the 
military drills of a ship; leading each man ina 
division, torpedo gavg, or company, through the 
various steps necessary to make him tboroughly 
competent to perform his work. He directs the 
abandonment, for the present at least, of the habit 
which has been to some extent prevalentin our 
service of laying down a routine of drills for each 
day in the week, and adhering to this with little 
variation throughout a ship's commission. 

The object of all drill must be to turn out a body 
of men skilled in that use of a weapon which naval 
tactics tells us will occur in battle. 

“ Officers then must remember what the tactical 
use of their weapon is; must train their men up to 
this; and while doing so, must always have in their 
minds the degree of training of each oneof the 
men they are iastructing. When the men are well 
trained, very little drill will suffice to keep them so; 
and the number of drills in which seamen are ex- 
ome to be proficient will still keep everybody 

usy.’ 

In great gun drills the endeavor should beto have 
one ortwo men, beside the two gun captains, who 
are exceptionally good marksmen. The gun cap- 
tains besides the regular quarterly firing with the 
great guus which they will have, and the weekly 
exercise with the air-gun or at aiming exercise, 
sbould have frequent practice with the rifle in such 
circumsta ices as will be likely to improve their 
skill as marksmen with thegreat gun. Two methods 
of reaching this end are suggested: One consists in 
lasbing rifies to the great guns, and firing with these 
at reduced targets at short distances; and the other, 
in giving the gun-captain ape 4 of practice in fir- 
ing from a moving platform with rifles. 

The object of great gun drill is thus to teach the 
gun’s crew to handle their gun so well that they can 
fire it rapidly and accurately, and also to teach the 
boarders, riflemen and others at the gun their addi- 
tional duties. 

The standard time allowance for serving guus 
should, the Admiral thinks, be considerably reduced. 

ln company and battalion drill the company offi- 
eers should ussure themselves that each one of their 
men knows bow to take care of and fire his piece, 
and should devote more time tban is customary to 
position and aiming exercises and instructivno in the 
mechanism of the piece. “The ship’s petty officers 
mst be taught to help the company officers in all 
respects; and, when they are ee, instructed, 
much of the teaching of comparatively untrained 
men may safely be left to them. This remark ap- 
plies to drills of all kinds. The captain of sy = 
should be capable of carrying on nearly all the drill 
needed by his crew. In this connection, command- 
ing officers of vessels are recommended to establisb 
advanced schools for the proper instruction of petty 
officers in the drills.” 

“The cultivation of celerity as well as accuracy of 
fire must be the object of all artillery drill, and men 
must be taught to empty, with quickness and accu- 
racy, the chambers of their revolvers and the maga- 
zines of their rifles, at suitable targets. 

“It is proposed, from time to time in the squad- 
ron, to have exercises in the use of submarine 
mines in distant places where the resources 
of the United States Engineers are not avail- 

able, and the use of offensive torpedoes and 
the methods of forcing a passage through an 
enemy’s submarine defences, both active and pus- 
sive, and to endeavor to thus formulate rules re- 
garding the equipynent aud drillof ships 1n this re- 
spect. Commanding officers of vessels are recom- 
mended to appoint an officer to take charge of tor- 
Pedo work, though all the ship’s officers should be 
agg familiar with it to assume its general di- 
tection. ‘Torpedo gangs sbould also be organized in 
each ship. ~ ‘I'he men composing it should be intelli- 
gent men, but, above all, they must be seamen. 
Finally, the com mander-in-chief esires to give no- 
tice that’'it is his mtention £ time’ to time, to 
&sserm ble the officers and call upon them to state the 





system of instruction they have been pursuing of 
late with their men, and their opinion of its suc- 
cess. By such a course, progress mer be made tap} 
wards systematizng the 4rills, or possibly it may be 
shown that little guidance is needed by officers, and 
that the best way to make ship’s crews highly 
trained bodies of men is to leave much to the initi- 
ative of offieers.”’ 

A series of questions have been formulated, some 
of which are to be answered by the 10thof each 
month by each divisional officer, others by the offi- 
cers commaLding the riflewen or the boarders at 
general quarters, or commanding compauies, or ar- 
tillery in brigade. 








VINDICATING BAZAINB. 


A Paris correspondent of the N. Y. World tells 
this story, which those may believe who can: 


At length a Frenchman bas been found with moral 
courage enough to prove to his hot headed fellow- 
countrymen that Marshal Bazaine was not a traitor, 
that he was not guilty of cowardice, and that the 

oor old soldier who has had for the past 18 tone to 

ar the whole brunt of France's defeats in 1870-1871 
had served bis country with patriotism and true de. 
votion. In German and Austrian military circles the 
Marshal's innocence of the charges against bim has 
long been a matter of public notoriety, Lut hitherto 
it has been absolutely impossible to broach the sub- 
ject to Frenchmen. The mere mention of the old 
soldier’s name ha‘ the same effect thut a red rag bas 
on a bull, and was sufficient to cause even the calm- 
est of them to lose their self- possession. 

The man who has had the pluck to attempt a vin- 
dication of Bazaine, and, what is more, has been 
completely successful in his effort, is the well-known 
soldier and author, Couvt d’Herisson, who is gener- 
ally admitted to be one of the soundest and most 
careful of French writers. The Count’s attention 
had been drawn, while travelling in Germany. to the 
attitude of the most eminent military critics there 
on the subject, and he bad taken part in many dis- 
cussions with them in relation thereto. On his re 
turn to France he set to work to huntup al! the offi- 
cial documents connected with the case, and, after 
a year of most diligent research, cross-examipatidn 
and profound study, he has finally issued the result 
thereof in a book entiiled, *‘ La Legende de Metz,”’ 
which constitutes a most successful vindication of 
all the charges brought against Bazaine. The work 
has created an immense sensation, and has already 
caused a great revulsion in the ex Marshal’s favor. 
The book has just gonethrough its fourteenth edi- 
tion, although only published { hree weeks ago. 

lt is charged that Bazaine was made the victim of 
the false information concerning hisarmy which was 
circulated by Gambetta to deceive the Frenvb people 
and prevent discouragement. Though Gambetta 
was perfectly aware that the place must fall, he was 
literally stupefied by the actual news of its surren 
der. He confessed privately that when he first heard 
of the fact he would have shot himself at onceif a 
pistol had been at hand. He, however, quickly re- 
coverei his presence of mind, and at once saw that 
there was but one way out of the difficulty in which 
he had placed himself. The army of Metz had no 
means of communica‘ing the truth to France; there- 
fore he could without difficulty make the nation 
believe that all his lies about Bazaine’s army bad 
been true and that treachery alone had caused the 
surrender. 

It is further asserted that the whole matter was 
still further envenomed by a man who has recently 
obtained an unenaviable notoriety in Paris in con- 
neciion with the decoration traffic scandal. Gen. 
Count d’Andlau, who has been expelled from the 
Senate, from the army, and irom his clubs, who bas 
been deprived of his decorations, and who is 
branded as a common swindler, and is a fugitive 
from French justice, was mn 1870 a colonel on Ba- 
zaine’s staff in Metz. In consequence of gross mis- 
conduct and breaches of discipline there be was 
severely censured and punished by the Marshal. 
He revenged himself on the latter by publishing an 
anonymous pampbliet, or rather book, on the fall of 
Metz, which constituted the basis and origin of the 
Court-martial which sentenced Buzaine. General 
d’Andiau, who at the time of the trial revealed bis 
authorship of the book, was one of the principal and 
most viudictive of the witnesses against the Mar- 
shal. The fateof the other four chief witnesses for 
the prosecution is worthy of record and significant. 
M. de Valcourt bas since been condemned to ten 
age imprisonment for forgery and other crimes; 

. de Villenoisy is likewise at the presest moment 
undergoing a long term of peual servitude for some 
similar offence; Boyenval committed suicide, 
and Col. Rossel was condemned to be shot for mu- 
tiny. These ure the men on whose sworn evidence 
Marshal Bazaine was sentenced in the first place to 
> and to a lasting disgrace far worse than 

eath. 


It will be remembered that the Gen. Duc d’Au- 
male was president of the court-martial. Cuunt 
a@’Uerisson undertakes to show that the majority 
of the generals constituting the court were in favor 
of acquittdl and that the Duke summoned his col- 
leagues to a private meeting, where he unofficially 
informed them that the Government were deter- 
mined, no watter at what cost, to have a conviction, 
and that therefore it would be best to let it be unani- 
mous. The sentence of death and the verdict of 
guilty were only secured on the distinct understand 
ing that an equally unanimous ar peal should be ad- 
dressed to the President of the Republic requesting 
him not to execute the sentence. 

In conclusion Count d’Herisson points out that 
the man who is reported to have feathered his nest 
in Mexicoand elsewhere, at the expense of the honor 
of his country, is now, at the age of eighty, in astate 
of abject penury.

THE specifications for inspection of steel for use th 
the construction of the huli of the U. 8. armored 
cruiser Maine, to be built at the New York Yard, 
recently prepared by the Steel Board and approved 
by the Secretary of the Navy, calls for a somewhat 
severer test than provided for the vessels beipg bnilt 
by contract. The princinal change is a reductionin 
the percentage of phosphorous allowed in steel 
castings, the specifications requiring that they shall 
not show more than .06 of one per centum of phos- 
phorous, 


THE Admiralty Gazette says: ‘“‘ Lieutenant and 
Commander Pullen and those under him in the sur- 
veying vessel Stork, are to be congratulated in the 
discovery of the hidden rock which bas caused more 
than one shipwreck 10 the Red Sea. The Stork is the 
fourth sbip sent to try and find this danger, and 
guided by an insignificant rise in the bottom; the 
rock has been at Jast found. It is a small coral pateh 
only 15 feet noder the surface, surrounded by 28 
fathoms of water. in latitude 14 deg. 22’ 8" N., longi- 
tude 42 deg. 41’ 32. E. Ithes between five and six 
miles from the direct straight line of track, but the 
existeuve at times of strong currents causes the 
danger to be by no means insignificant. The diffi- 
culty of discovering so small a patch may be appre- 
ciated from the fact that one of the searching ships 
was at anchor within 400 yards of it, with her boats 
sounding round her, without its beiag found.” 


A WASHINGTON despatch says: “The days of the 
Naval War College are numbered. The Navy De- 
partment is opposed to its continuance, and now 
Chairman Herbert, of the Naval Cominittee, is 
quoted as saying that no provision for its mainten- 
avuce will be included in the Navy Appropriation 
bill for next year. Rear Admiral Luce founded the 
college, and has at all times kept jealous guard over 
its interests, For the present fiscal year no appro- 
priation was made for the college. Lectures were 
delivered, however, and some expenses incurred. 
Among other things a quantity of coal was bought. 
When the vouchers therefor reached here Commo- 
dore Scbley, chief of the Equipment Bureau, re 
fused to approve them on the ground that there 
was po appropriation from which the money could 
be taken. This action caused some dispute, but it is 
said to be the intention of the Department to re- 
quire that the bills of the college for this fiscal year 
be defreyed by the officers who incurred such ex- 
pemere as are in excess of the balance on hand last

THE claim of the retired enlisted men of the Army 
for allowances was decided by the Court of Claims 
on Monday io sach a way as to grant little benefit 
to the claimants. The Court denied the claims for 
commutation for medical attendauce, medicine, 
fuel and quarters, but allowed an increase of two or 
three cents per day for rations over the amount 
now allowed for that object by the War Depart- 
ment. Another week we shall publish the text of 
the opinion, when it can be seen upon what grounds 
the Court bases its conclusions. 





Tae San Francisco Report seems anxious that war 
in Europe should com wence forthwith. ** The snow 
has melted, the roads are about as good as they will 
be,’’ says our contemporary, “and so there is no 
visible reasun why the armies should not get down 
to business. Besides, the United States is quite 
ready. We have all the corn-canned meat and 
things the combatants are likely to want.” 








A DESPATOH from Gibraltar concerniug the settle- 
ment of the dispute between the United States and 
Morocco says that after the withdrawal of the claims 
tor a movey indemnity an apology was tendered to 
the Americun Coneul, and orders were given tor the 
immediate release of the persons whose arrest gave 
rise to the trouble. 

Consul Lewis first wanted bis expenses. $450, paid, 
and $1.000 as av indemnity for arresting his protege, 
and $26 additional for each day of bis impnsonmett.

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THE 112TH ARTICLE OF WAR. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue opinion of the Hon. Secretary of War as to the prover 
conatructioz of the 112th Article of War reads aa fellows : 

“ That (the 112th) Article ot War is te be construed ip the 
light of the provisions of the Constitution of the United 
States touching the poyer to pardon vested in the President. 
No one can pardon a 1 sentenced to imprisonment for 
a crime under the laws of the United States and confiued in 
a penitentiarv, under sentence, except the President. The 
power copferred by the 112th Article to pardon or mitigate a 
punishment adj dged by a Court-martia! must be limited to 
the time when the findings are before the officers uname‘ in 
the Article for approval. After the findings and sentence 
are approved and the prisoner is committe toa penitentiarv 
in execution of the sentence, the authority of such officer 
ceases and the President alone can exercise clemency and 
pardon the offender.” 

Now, bearing in mind the facts of the controversy which 
called forth the above opinion, and especially the fact that 
the prisoner over whom the controversy arose had been dis- 
charged from the military service and committed to 
a penitentiary in execution of a duly approved sen- 
tence of a Court-martial, it is submitted tbat what the 
Secretary of War heid and intended to hold in his 
opinion may be stated as follows: . . . “Noone can par- 
dona person se _tenced to imprisonment for a crime under 
the laws of the United States and confined in a penitentiary, 
under sentence, except the President. The power conte 
by the 112th Article of War, to pardon or mitigate a punish- 
ment adjud. y a Court-martial must be limited to the 
time when the findings are before the officers named in the 
Article, provided dishonorable discharge is a part of the pun- 
ishment approved. After the fodings and sentence are ap- 
proved and the prisoner is di: from the military ser- 
vice and committed to a penitentiary in execution of the 
sentence, the authority of such officer ceases, and the Presi- 
dent alone can exercise clemency and pardon the offender.” 
That the Opinion of the Secretary «f War as interpreted 
above is good law can hardir be doubted. 

The instant a soldier 1s discharged from the military ser- 
vice he becomes a civiliun and is no longer subject to the 
military code, unless that code or other statute continues, 
in some way, hisamenability. No statute covered the case 
of the discharged sol*ier which called forth the * opivion” 
under coosiderution. Tbe man had passed beyond the con- 
trol of the military authorities. He wasa civilian serving 
punishment for an offence again-t the United States. The 
military authorities bad no more right to remit bis puish- 
mect than they bave to remit the punishment of any other 
civilian. The fact that he wasa civilian isthe gist of the 
whole matter, ana excludes from consideration, as wholly 
immaterial. the question whether the power to pardon 
vested in the President bv the Constitution is a limitation 
upon the power conterred by the 112th Article of War. 

be furtber question -s to whether a military commander, 
whose dutv it is to execute or cause to be executed a duly 
approved punishment in the case of a soldier whose dis- 
cbarge from the Service is not a part vf the punishment, 
bas the right to pardon or mitigate such puni-hmnent during 
the time of its execution bas not been submitted to ov de- 
cided by the Secretary of War. [ft is but just to assume 
=> d not intend or deem it necessary to pass upon this 
question. 


Tbe question under discussion concerning the 
112th Article of War is a very important one. Our 
correspondent claims that the Secretary of War 
‘theld and intended to hold,” in his decision merely 
that an officer authorized to order a General Oourt- 
martial bas no power to pardon or mitigate, ‘*pro- 
vided dishonorable discharge is part of the punish- 
ment approved.” The fact, says the communica- 
tion, that the prisoner becomes ‘‘a civilian ” before 
the power of pardon is exercised, ‘‘is the gist of the 
whole matter.” This is limiting the discussien toa 
particular case under the general proposition. Cer- 
tainly the language of the Secretary of War does 
not impose the limitation; and as to his meaning, it 
is hardly admissible that anyone could be better 
acquainted with that than the President, and he 
understood it as laying down a broad general propo- 
sition. The President said: ‘‘ The proper construc- 
tion of the 112th Article of War, it seems to me, is 
correctly given by the Secretary of War, to the 
effect that the power of an officer ordering a General 
Oourt-martial to pardon or mitigate its punishment

sentence of such Oourt-martial are submitted to him 
for revision and action.” Here, the President not 
enly confirms, but with his usual clearness and 
directness, enunciates the broad proposition laid 
down by the Secretary. There is no proviso in the 
President’s language, limiting the decision to a par- 
ticular case, and n> evideuce that there was a pro- 
viso in his mind or that he saw one in the Secre- 
tary’s mind; nor is there any proviso or limitation 
in the opinion of the Attorney-General rcndered 
some three months after tha Secretary’s decision. 
It is beyond dispute that the Secretary asserted the 
general proposition which the President accepted 
and promulgated. It is held by our correzpondent 
that the fact that the prisoner was a civilian when 
pardoned, ‘‘excludes from consideration, as wholly 
immaterial, the question whether the power to 
pardon vested in the President by the Constitution 
is a limitation upon the power conferred by the 
112th Article of War.” 

This is equivalent to saying in behalf of the Sec- 
retary that the facts in the case he decided, exclude 
as wholly immaterial, the general proposition by 
virtue of which his action upon the facts was taken 
and was valid. 

If this communication should be taken as ex- 
pounding correctly the views of the Secretary of War, 
it would show merely that the Secretary was not as 
far wrong as the President and the Attorney Gen- 
eral appear to be, and would isolate him in this 
matter from his Ohief and his colleague in the 
Oabinet, and leave the general question at issue as 
unsettled as ever. It is not likely the Secretary 
would enjoy the attitude in which he would be 
placed. 

But let us for a moment consider more directly 
the point in the foregoing communication. The 
Secretary's decision, according to the argument, 
was rendered only in the case brought before him 
by General Gibbon’s action, and his ruling that 
General Gibbon lacked power to pardon in that 
case, was based wholly upon the fact that dishonor- 
able discharge was part of the punishment of the man 
who was pardoned. ‘The fact that he was a 
civilian is the gist of the whole matter,” the com- 
munication tells us. But was he a civilian? 
He was a military convict.* He had been discharged 
from service, dropped from the Army rolls of duty, 
pay, etc.; but by the operation of the military law 
he was held for punishment. The military law held 
him for service before trial, and the military law 
held bim for punishment after trial. With the author- 
ity of the War Department, and under the opera- 
tion of the military law, and as military convicts, 
not as “‘ civilians,” men sent to State penitentiarics 
to undergo sentence of Court-martial are inspected 
quarterly by the regular inspectors’ department of 
the Army and are reported upon to Department 
Commanders ; and they are supported by the genera] 
Government.* As it was the action of the Depart- 
ment Commander that put into operation the part 
of the military law that sent George F. Hayes to the 
Oregon Penitentiary and held him there for punish 
ment, so was it the Department Commander's action 
in conformity to the express terms of the military 
law (112th Art.) that released Military Oonvict 
Hayes from the Oregon Penitentiary. 

Tois view of the subject fully and properly ap- 
plied closes out the question of ‘*‘ jurisdiction,” so- 
called, about which much has been said since the 
subject came up. If the lawin plain terms em- 
powers an officer of the Army to confer a benefit, 
aswe hold the 112th Article of War does, the offi- 
cer is neither released from obligation to act nor 
excusable for failure to act, because the beneficiary 
is not under his immediate command. On the con 
trary, his part 1s to do what the law assigns to him, 
and if there is anything for others to do in the 
matter, leave that to the fair presumption that 
other public officers know, and will do their duty. 
A general officer has the right vy law to appoint bis 
aide-de-camp. That right 1s not affected by the 
question whether the officer appointed is at the 
time within the limits of the General’s command; 
nor by the question whether other authorities will 





. ~The appropriation act approved March 8, 1887, says: 
of Militery Convicts: For payment of costs and 
penivatiaries for the care, clotbing, main- 
ical attendance of United States military 
them, ten thousand dollars,” 
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ment effective. The General is within his jurisdic- 
tion, properly speaking, when he makes the appoint- 
ments in conformity to law. So is he within his 
jurisdiction when he issues a pardon according to 
the 112th Article of War, no matter where the man 
pardoned may be. If the jailer holding the prisoner 
should refuse to release him on the pardon the writ 
of habeas corpus would promptly afford a remedy. 

If a conflict really prevailed, between the law and 
jurisdiction, the proper course would be—not to 
nullify the law, but to adjust jurisdiction to carry 
out the law. If the matter in question had to rest 
upon so-called jurisdiction, we should then have to 
bear in mind that the Secretary of War has, in fact, 
no more jurisdiction over a State penitentiary than 
a department commander. 








WHISTLES FOR SKIRMISHERS. 
On page 125 of Shaw’s ‘‘Elements of Modern 


Tactics,” 1s : 


The whistle, either as a means of signalling, or of drawing 
attention to other signals, is valuable by day or night; but 
although its employment is sanctioned in our Service [Eng- 
lish], we bave not yet fully developed its uses. Asa means 
ot communicatingwith men at some distance it is unequalled 
being suitable to all weathers. Tne writer of this man 
when io in China, some year since, made use of the ordinvary 
boatswain's whistle, to work gangs of Chinese laborers in 
constructing a line of telegraph, and tound it answered ad- 
mirably during twelve months’ trial. 


Home’s in his ‘*Précis of Modern Tactics,” page 
87, where reference is made to the control of a line 
of skirmishers, says: *‘A shrill whistle is the easiest 
to hear.” 

As amatter of fact, a good, shrill metal whistle 
can be heard above the din of a skirmish fire when 
the notes of a bugle would not be noticed. This 
was fully demonstrated during our own war, 1861 
65, and the whistle is particu!arly useful for cav- 
alry, as the notes of the trumpet are of such a pitch 
that they seem to chord with and be lost in the 
sounds of a large number of horses’ feet. A line of 
infantry skirmishers, 500 yards in extent can be 
easily handled by the whistle, even when the fire is 
rapid. 

The use of the bugle has this great drawback; 
as there are but two buglers toa company the whole 
system is very liable to destruction under fire by 
the two men being shot, and no one to replace them 
at once. The whistle has this advantage; signals 
are so simple that any person can use it. It should 
be issued to each officer and non-commissioned offi- 
cer 19 a company. The whistle best suited for 
skirmishers is made of metal, is about five inches 
long, has a ring for a cord to tie to a button hole, 
and hasa simple system of calls in raised letters 
upon its surface. The attention of the new Board 
on Tactics is earnestly invited to this subject, with 
the suggestion that they incorporate some system 
into our new wanuals. An officer suggests this 
code, which he has used :

These signals are sounded first by the officer in 
charge of the line, and, if necessary, repeated by 
the file closers. The signal of execution, sounded a 
moment later, is four short ‘‘ toots” 
The marks upon the whistle are as 
follows: ‘‘ Forward, —— ——.” ‘Halt, “eg 
“* Retreat, ——- —— ——.” ‘‘ Double time, —— 
,” etc., etc. 

This system has been found to work well. The 
only addition to ensure perfect results is the adop- 
tion of a signal of ‘‘ attention” (one long blast, two 
short, one long, ), at which 
every man looks to the officer in charge, or to the 
file closers, for orders for wheeling, moving toe 
flank, ete., which the officer signals by his sword. 
By the use of a double tubed whistle, such as boys 
now have, the system could be extended to include 
any movements required. We should be glad to

have officers express their opinions on this subject, 
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Ir is the opinion at the War Department that the 
chances for the passage of the 20 Years’ Service bill 
are materially lessened by the addition of the 
amendments relating to the Subsistence Depart- 
ment and extending the benefits of the measure to 
officers on the retired list. The latter amendment 
is regarded as particularly detrimental to the pros- 
pects of the bill, and it is believed that the Subsis- 
tence officers would be far more likely to get their 
much desired promotion by devoting their attention 
to the separate measure which has already passed 
the Senate, and is now pending in the House Mili- 
tary Committee. Opposition is already developing 
against the clause relating to retired officers. We 
know of one Senator who 1s preparing himself with 
data to sntagonize the measure, especially this feat- 
ure. The efforts, too, of retired staff officers to be 
included in the proposed benefits directs the atten- 
tion of the lawmakers to the inequalities in the bill in 
its present shape, and, instead of sbowing a willing- 
ness to enlarge the scope of the bill or further enlarge 
the pay of retired officers, they speak of applying 
the pruning knife. It is to be regretted that Sen- 
ator Davis was led into the error of incorporating 
this provision in the bill. It would be reasonable 
to extend the benefits to those officers on the re- 
tired list, both line and staff, who had served con- 
tinuously in one grade tor 20 years prior to retire- 
ment, but togrant increase of pay for retired ser- 
vice, if not asking too much, is proposing more than 
the most sanguine could expect. 

Should this provision be adopted it would affect 
immediately 174 retired line officers, viz.: 25 colo- 
nels, 5 lieutenant colonels, 17 majors, 83 captains, 
85 ist lieutenants and 9 2d lieutenants. If extended 
to include staff officers, 50 more at least would be 
added to the list. 

When the bill comes up for consideration we un- 
derstand that several members of the Senate Com- 
mittee, who formed the minority at the time Sena- 
tor Davis pushed the bill through the committee, 
will endeavor to have the two apparent inequalities 
in the bill corrected by proposing amendments giv- 
ing the increased pay and allowances, but not addi- 
tional rank, to all officers of both the lime and staff 
of the Army who have served continuously in one 
grade, and like benefit to retired officers who served 
20 years in one grade before retirement. 


ARMY MILEAGE. 


Dr. B. J. D. Irwin, Lieutenant-Oolonel, U. 8. 
Army, is rendering an important service to his 
fellow officers by his efforts to put an end to the 
vexations they are subjected to by the present ab- 
surd regulations governing mileage. He has pre- 
pared a petition which has been signed by several 
Army officers and forwarded it, for pres- 
entation to Congress, to Hon. B. Butterworth, 
M. O., from Ohio, who has always shown a 
disposition to aid Army officers and further the in- 
terests of the Military Service. The present system 
of mileage is the result of the hasty con- 
clusions of a single officer, which were corrected 
by subsequent experience. It is most un- 
satisfactory to officers, and results in no 





advantage to the Government over the old 
system, of which there was no general 
complaint. Of the free transportation now offered 


by the Government to officers travelling under 
orders it may be said, as the Irishman said of the 
journey he made in a bottomless sedan chair, ‘‘ but 
for the name of the thing he would just as soon 
walk.” It results in an endless wrangle with rail- 
way officials unfamiliar with quariermasters’ trans- 
portation orders; and after an officer has been 
needlessly routed out on a long journey to pay a 
way-ticket at extra cost and to recheck his baggage, 
he is ready for some very uncomplimentary, but 
entirely just remarks, concerning ‘‘the greatest and 
best Government the sun ever shove upon.” We 
can testify, gentlemen of Congress, that our Army 
officers are capital fellows, take them as a whole, 
and deserving of much better treatment at your 
hands, than to be baited, like bears in a pit, with 
annoying regulations. Js it not sufficient that they 
should be subjected to the dispensation of exacting — 
auditors and comptrollers, without being pursued 
with offensive and unnecessary rules as tBey travel 
the king’s highways in the peace of the realm f The 
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proposed new mileage law to be ineorporated in the 
Army. Appropriation bill shortly to be reported 
from the House Military Committee is far from 
being satisfactory, either to tho officers travelling or 
the disbursing officers. In the first place the sum 
proposed, $100,000, is not sufficient,and a deficiency 
is sure to follow. In the next place the phraseology 
of the new clause, while relieving the officer from | 
the necessity of furnishing a certificate showing 
that he was not able to obtain transportation from’ 
the Q. M. Department before obtaining the cost of 
his ticket, will require similar unnecessary work at! 
the hands of the Q. M. Department. The changes 
suggested make the proposed law identical with 
that under which paymaster’s clerks are now paid. 
The modification is the work of the committee alone,’ 
and is not in accord with the recommendations of! 
either the Paymaster General or the officers who 
petitioned the committee for a change. The pro 

posed law, which the Paymaster General suggested, 
and which he will endeavor to have adopted when 
the bill reaches the Senate, reads as follows: ‘‘The 
maximum sum to be allowed and paid to an officer 
shall be four cents per mile, distance to be com 

puted over the usually travelled routes, and, in ad- 
dition thereto, the cost of the transportation actu- 
ally paid by the officer over said routeor routes, ex- 


elusive of sleeping or parlor car fare.” Under this. 


provision officers will not be compelled to travel over 
the ‘‘ shortest ” route, and will be able to obtain 
the cost of transportation without going through 
the red tape methods made necessary under the 
existing law. 








WE congratulate the officers interested upon the 
passage by the Senate of one of the three bills be- 
fore it authorizing brevets for Indian service. The 
bill passed is that of Mr. Manderson, S. 1323, which 
appeared in the JourNAL of January 14, page 480. 
It recites the virtual abrogation of S. 1209, R. Stat., 
and declares that it shall hereafter be made ap- 
plicable to every Army officer, below the grade of 
Brigadier-General, who has particularly distin- 
guished himself in action with the Indians since the 
abrogation of the brevet privilege. It also gives 
iticreased pay and other privileges to enlisted men 
similarly distinguished. 








GETTYSBURG. 


Grn. Horatio C. Kina and Gen. George H. Sharpe 
of New York, representing the committee of the 
Army of the Potomac, arrived in Richmond, Va., 
May 12, and met a committee of the Grand Camp, to 
extend an invitation to veterans of the Confederacy 
to join them in a reunion to be held at Gettysburg 
on the 4th of next July. Gen. John R. Cooke of 
Richmond presided, and Mr. Spitzer acted as secre- 
tary. The following were present_besides thoie al- 
ready named: Attorney-General R. A. Ayres, Nor- 
man VY. Randolph, J. W. White, John Maxwell, 
James Ferritor, Charles J. Anderson, Thomas A. 
Brander, A. W. Archer, J. S. Riddick, E. P, Reeve, 
Joho Vermullion, and D. Ss. Bu well of Pickett 
Buchavan Camp of Norfolk, and J. 8. Worthington 
of A. P. Hill Camp, Petersburg. On behalf of the 
Army of the Potomac Gen. King read from the 

rinted proceedings at Saratoga on tine 22d of June, 
1887, resolutions passed by his organization, looking 
to a grand reunion of old soldiers at Gettysburg on 
the Ist, 2d, 30, and 4th of July, and he added at 
length an account of what had been done in refer- 
ence to the matter since that time. About two 
wveks ago acommittee, with Gen. Slocum at the 
head, was appointed, aud sub-committees had been 
selected. The Committee on Transportation had 
secured rates at 1 cent per mile for the round trip. 

Gen. Sharpe made afew remarks next. He said 
that the sentiment of both sections seemed to be 
concentrated on Gettysburg, and he referred to the 
ae reunion in eloquent terms, and said he 

ooked forward to great good to grow out of it. He 

added that the Committee on Appropriations had 
visited Washington a day or two ago, and learned 
that Congress prepeesd to furnish money enough to 
give the soldiers shelter and cuarantee against foss a 
oxuterer, who will furnish meals, say at 25 cents 
apiece; also, flooring for tents, etc. Senator Cam- 
eron was urging the appropriation of asum suffi- 
cient in addition to furnish transportation to some 
of the old soldiers on both sides who are financially 
unable to attend. 

Gen. Kivg said that the people of Gettysburg are 
aroused on the subject of the reunion, and have ap- 
pointed a committee of 200to aid in any way that 
may be desired. Gen. Sharpe further stated that a 
man need only bring a blanket, as straw was plenti- 
ful. Gen. King, on behalf of the Army of the Poto- 
mac, extended a formal invitation to the survivors 
ot the Army of Northern Virginia to attend the 
battlefield reunion. The invitation says that * It is 
intended to reach and comprebend every officer and 
soldier in the State who at any time served with 
that great army.” 

The invitation was accepted. Gen. King suggested 
that the Southerners select their own orator to reply 
tothe address of weleome which will be made by 
Bihep. Potter of New York. They agreed to this. 
Gen. Sharpe stated that the War Department would

MODERN FORTIFICATIONS. 


Tue London Times, in a recent article on Metallic 
Fortifications, says : 

The plan of fortresses at present adoptzd—un- 
knowntto the public, but the divulging of whieh 
can do no harm, as it cannot remain secret—is very 
peculiar and guite opposed to any zsthetic or artis- 
tic conception. A fortress is henceforth composed 
of an immense block of concrete of incredible thick- 
ness. It will offer to the — ouly a square oval, or 
lozenge shape, the outside being a mere block with- 
out projections or access. It is not yet settled 
whetber this block shall be surrounded by a trench, 
buc all competent authorities in Europe seem to 
hold that ove or several sheeted cannou shall move 
round the block, and as powder will] in future be 
smokeless, this cannon, always in motion and escap- 
ing the enemy’s aim, will fire on a fixed point. This 
movable sheeting wil! make up for the absence of 
trenches. At the angles of the block, moreover, if 
square, or elsewhere if it is round or oval, there will 
be sheeted reducts, which will cover the base of the 
block and make assault impossible. Of ‘course tbe 
interior of the block will contain the equipments of 
a fortress. The entrance is underground, on the 
side opposite that where the enemy can appear. 
There will be air openiogsin the interior, which is 
lit up by electricity produced on the spot or at a 
distance. The magazine of projectiles isin a spot 
inaccessible to explosions caused by shells coming 
from without. The stores of other ammunition and 
of victuals are similarly protected. The hiding 
places for the men, and, in short, everything that 
bas to be under shelter, are underground, and so 
placed as to be quite protected from the besiegers. 
Electrie wires, both for messages and light, as also 
telephones, beyond the reach of the besiegers, pro- 
tect the fortress against ssolation—that is to say, 
against abandonmeat and discouragement. The 
underground existence of the garrison may not be 
very lively, and it will be well to accustom as many 
men as possible to it; but that garrison will not ex- 
ceed thirty or forty men per fortress. 

A fortress thus equipped for resisting the enemy's 
attack and Mire of course requires special meaus of 
repelling the enemy, preventing hin) passing, and 
doing him all possible mischief. These means are 
the plated turrets which form the se2ond portion of 
the experiments at Chalons. The fortress will in 
general have two steel turrets, oue ov each side, 
which wy their circular motion can fire in all direc- 
tions. The frontier fortresses will be so arranged'that 
their fires meet, which is easy with the wonderful 
range of modern cannon. 

The turrets of Saint Chamont and of the Chatillon 
and Commentry Company have just been undergo- 
ing artillery fire. The tirst part of the experiments 
was the firing from these turrets. The second con- 
sists in their being caunnonaded aud shelled. The 
Saint Chamont turrets ara real turrets of cylindrical 
shape, with a rounded top, which gives no hold for 
projectiles. The Chatillon and Commeutry turrets, 
while of cylindrical shape, are but slightly rounded 
at thetop, the surface of about six or seven square 
metres, being slightly convex, but nearly flat, thus 
giving more bold to projectiles if they are supposed 
not to burstimmediately on contact with the cupola. 
The Saint Chamont turrets project 90 or 95 centi- 
metres from the surface of the block fortress, and 
arethus visible to the enemy. They can be only 
equipped, morever, on account of the shape of tieir 
cupola, by cannon of 155 millimetres, styled ** can- 
nous 155 short," whereas cannons ‘155 long,”’ which 
measure 4.40 metres, project 40 centimetres from the 
turret during three quarters of the time required 
by the rotatory movement—that is to say, during 45 
to 90 seconds for eagh discharge. Both the Saint 
Chamont and _ Chatillon turrets are rotary, 
showing their port holes and cannons only at the 
very moment of discharge. The aim is no longer 
taken after ocular examination, but_each fortress 
has a plan of its entire range of fire, cut into divi- 
sions a8 Dumerousas is povsible for the working of 
the cannon. The officer in command of the fire is 
stationed in an observatory inside, outside, or even, 
if nevessary or possible, at a great distanve from the 
fortress. He telephones to the officer inside the tur- 
ret the numbered point oo the plan from which the 
firing is to proceed. This order 1s trausmitted to the 
pointer, and the cannon being placed on the point, 
the rotation begins. This movement to the poiat 
aimed at produces an electric shock, which makes 
the gun go off, while the turret continues to rotate, 
is again charged, and, altering,its aim or not, begins 
a fresh fire. 

The Chatillon Company bas made an important 
change in the arrangements of the turrets by adde 
ing to the rotatory movementa n eclipse movement. 
In otber words, the turret not only turns on itself, 
but by a counterpoise mechanism of extreme sim- 
plicity it drops down after firing. It does not then 
project above the ground more than fifteen centi- 
metres, aud cau be easily disguised. [t offers no hold 
ono the sides, but only ou the cupola, which 1s flatter 
than the Saint Chamont one. As to accuracy of fire, 
the general opinion, confirmed by the recent experi- 
ments, is that the eclipse turret is twice as accurate 
as the merely rotatory turret. With the latter the 
lire is never fixed, seeing that to conceal the cannons 
from the enemy the turret is forced to continue its 
movement and to come back to the point of contact 
where eleciricity causes the discharge, whereas the 
eclipse turret, while retative so as to firein all direc- 
tions, disappears after firing and reappears after be- 
ing charged without rotatory moveu.ent—that is to 
say, with the precision of fixed firing. If, for in- 
stance, the electric contact during the rotatory 
movement bas the slightest delay, the ball deviates, 
imperceptibly, it is true, at the starting point, but 
the deviation es comparatively considerable 
at the ar) ival pointon account of the great distance.

THE STEELE ARMY BILL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journai: 


In the Journat of March 24, 1888, the full text of 
Gen. Steele’s bill to 1nvrease the efficiency of the 
Army [substitute for H. R. 1117, A. R. 1347, and sev- 
eral others) is given, together with the information 
that the framer of the bill “desires to hear what offi- 
cers have to say about it.” 

Sec. 11 of the bill provides ‘That all appointments 
to original vacancies created by this act, except in 
the grade of lieutenant, aud promotions consequent 
upon said appointment to original vacancies shall 
be made by seniority from the three armsof the 
Service.” 

Sec. 12 provides “That after the appointments 
have been made to the original vacancies created by 
this act, promotions from the lowest commissioned 


gradetothbutofcolovel .. .. . . . shall be 
—s according to seniority from the next lower 
grade.’ 


Several years agoan effort was made to secure 
lineal promotion for lieuterants of infantry. In 
some regiments, uotwithstanding severe frontier 
duty, casualties were yery infrequent, aud officers a 
score of years in service, seeiug themselves passed in 
the slow race toa captaincy, by those much junior 
to them in years, service and experience, Te 
advocated hneal promotion. In a few other regi- 
ments promotion, for the time being, was rapid, and 
the heutenants were in favor of the retention of 
regimental promotion. Téempora mutantur. Many 
of those once satisfied with regimental promotior, 
now perceive that it would be to their personal ad- 
vavtage to secure lineal promotion, and Gen. Steele's 
bill seems specially designed to favor this class. 

In filling the original vacancies created, aod in 
seanintiog future prowotivons in the line, the object 

roposed by Gen. Sieele, according to the title of 

1s bill, is “to promote the efficiency of the Army.” 
The bill provides for the appointment of the fifty 
sevior captains of the line to original vacancies as 
majors of infantry. The vacancies consequent upon 
said appointments, and 50 original vacancies in the 
rauk of captain of infantry, are to be filled by seni- 
ority from the 100 senior 1st lieutenants of the line. 
After all the vacancies created by the act are filled’ 
promotion in each arm, up to the grade of colonel, 
is to continue according to seniority. It may be 
doubted that Gen. Steele is cognizant of certain 
singular but pertinent facts that appear on consid- 
ering the lineal arrangement of ist lieutenants, as 
now published in the Army Register, in connection 
with the arrangement of the same officers according 
to length of service as commissioned officers. 

Taking the Register for 1888, he would find that if 
infantry officers alone were considerec his bill on 
going into effect would immediately promote 13 
lieutenants to captaincies, over the heads of their 
proper seniors. f these 18, one haz only 11, one 13, 
while the remaining 16 have not yet 15 years’ ser- 
vice. It would leave, without promotion, one lieu- 
tenant of 21, two of 20, seven of 17, and eight of 16 
years’ commissioned service—three of these being 
veterans of the civil war. 

Section 12 of the proposed bill would continue the 
lineal order of promotion. This would place—to re- 
main there— 

1 lieutenant below 130 juniors in service.

while the number who would be out of place 5 or 10 
files is perplexingly large. lo several instances, 
lieutenants would be passed over by men 10 years 
their junior, and scores would be outranked by 
those from 3 to 5 years their jumor. Moreover. 
juniors in service are, as a rule, juniors in years. 
Officers of long service would, in not a few cases, be 
forced to retire for age with less rank than that to 
which they.would seem to be entitled, inasmuch as 
younger men of less service would stand abead of 
them. If Gen. Steele will investigate the ** vonse- 
quences and effects”’ of the parts cited of sections 11 
and 12, he will, as a lawyer an‘ a soldier, find it bard 
to reconcile them with the title of his bill. Perhaps 
he might find it more conducive to the efficiency of 
the Army to provide for promotion of the lieuten- 
aunts of each arm uccording to length of service as 
com missioued officers.

A WARNING TO MEXICAN OFFICERS. 


NoGAtes, Arizona, May 11.—The Secretary of War 
of Mexico has notified the military officers etationed 
along the border thit hereafter the rules regulating 
the demeano: of the militery officials will bestrictly 
euforced, aud that the patrenne poner, including a 
heavy fine, will be meted out. $2 punishment for 
conduct unbecoming an officer for crossing over the 
line into the United States with troops and interfer- 
ing with the affairs of citizens of a friendly nation 
the highest penalty, death, will be imposed. This 
step was taken just after the inquiry into the cuses 
of Col. Arvizu and Lieut. Guiterre*, who crossed the 
line at this place and fired upon the American civi; 
officers and rescued a prisoner. These two officials 
were tried by court-martial at Guaymas and sen- 
tenced to be shot. They appealed the case to the 
supreme military court, which has jost affirmed the 
decision and sentence of the court-martial. Presi- 
dent Diaz has, however, commuted the sentence to 
20 years’ hard labor inthe military prison in the 
State of Santiago. 
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THE BILL TO REORGANIZE THE NAVY. 
7 ) the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I read with much interest the proposed naval bill 
contained in your edition of April 28. In examining 
this measure | notice that all corps with the ex- 
ception of the cunstructors are allowed at least 
one commodore. This strikes meas an upjust diz- 
crimination against what should be one of the most 
efficient branches of the Service. I think this omis- 
— an oversight on the part of the framers of the 


I think the words “ uniess otherwise ordered by 
the Secretary of the Navy” should be expunged 
from Sec. 2. Live officers alone should exercise 
command, and when the commanding officer is 
absent the live officer next in rank should assume 
his duties under proper restrictions. This isin ac- 
cordance with all military usages and should not be 
departed from. 

In Sec. 3 I recommend that the first proviso be ex- 
punged. This proviso retains in full force the six 

ears’ clause and wiil for many yeurs, which will 
eave our largest bone of contention still to be 
haggled over. Date of commission is in my opinion 
the only proper metbod to fix rank and precedence. 
Sec. 8 without this proviso does this and works no 
hardships to anyone, although it may give the 
family pride of some fewashghtshock. They would 
survive. 

That part of Sec. 4 relating to rates of pay is very 
blind, and susceptible of many interpretations. The 
proper one would of necessity have to be deter- 
mined by adjudication in the courts. We have had 
in the past many proofs that the Treasury officials 
are not liberal in construing laws relating to the 
pay and allowances of Army and Navy officers, and 

n matters of this kind a pay table should be so 
framed as not to allow any quibbles. Why uot take 
the mounted pay of the Army with tbe longevity 
accruments as at present, as the pay proper giving 
to officers on sea duty rations, the number thereof 
to be fixed according to rank, when ov shore duty 
to have in addition quarters or commutation there- 
for as provided in this section, and when on waiting 
orders allowed no quarters or commutation? The 
provision for leave of absence is good and sbould 
be retained. In computing length of service for cal- 
culating longevity pay all time actually served in 
the Army or Navy, or both, should be allowed, ex- 
cepting such time as an officer may bave been under 
suspension by sentence of a Court-martial and such 
time as be may have lost by failure to pass his ex- 
amination for promotion. 

In section 7 I suggest the following alterations: 
Strike out the words * from civil life, by the Presi 
dent, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, an Assistant Secretary of the Navy at a sal- 
ary of 35,000 per annum,” and substitute the follow- 
ing: From the officers of the Navy,in the same 
manner and with the same rank and pay as pro- 
vided for other Chiefs of Bureau, an Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Navy. I think the interests of the Ser- 
vice would be much better subserved by having an 
adjutant general selected from the line than by 

aving an assistant secretary takea from civil life. 

y reasons for thinking so should be patent to all 
persons connected with the naval service. 

Section 8 should be amended so as to include 
Navy-yards and sbore stations for detail of an 
. 

f the remaining sect‘ons I care nothing, only that 
they seem to contain many wise provisions.

This bili is not as satisfactory as that ‘».ublished 
March 8. That bill, with a few modifica ;:iops and 
additions to suit the different corps, ougt t to have 
been capable of being so modified as to ha 7e united 
the whole Navy upon. Very few will accept 
this one. 

In the first plan, why reduce the line corps? This 
will antagonize that entire corps, aud witbout their 
support po bill can hope to be passed. 

Sc. 8. Rank should be from the dateof promotion 
in the case of Officers already promoted. No one 
would agrec to anything else. Let the six years’ 
clause be thrown to the winds. 

Sec. 4. The pay provided is not satisfactory; re- 
duces that of too many officers on shore. 

Suggested: The pay table as per JocRNAt of 
March 3. Pay tab’e of April 28, if $1,400 iv used as a 
basis, should be increased by $100 additional per an- 
pum, and shore duty be 80 per cent. Waiting orders 
pay it is stated should have this addition, in case of 
officers returning from a cruise to be allowed full 
shore pay for one month for each year or fraction 
thereof that they had been at sea. aiting orders 
pay to be 75 per cent., or certainly not less than 70 
per cent., of sea pay. 

Sec.5. All that part referring to and explaining 
about 21-5 the amount of sea service to be omitted. 
This would work injustice to many officers. 

Sec. 8. Very doubtful if line officers will approve. 

Sec. 9. Very doubtful of much support. 

Sec. 15. Pay too small, unless the officer be pro- 
moted to next higher grade. Pay must be at least 
75 per cent., or none will accept. The proposed pay 
is not even 50 per cent. e 

Sec. 16. The majority of officers will oppose as un- 
necessary and leading to vexations. 

Medical Corps must remain as at present, with 60 
passed assistants and 30 assistants. It should be 65 
and 25. As now assistant surgeons are promoted in 
three years; if the numbers be fixed at 40 and 20 it 
will take five years, and if 50 and 49 it will take eight 
years. It would be no friend of the Medical Corps 
who would proposesuch. A bill to have any chance 
at all must have the support of all the corps. This 
one never would have. 

Jnvite criticism on bill of March 3, and formulate 
a pew one from that, and you may bope to get a bil!

If you retain your present pay scheme, $80 per 
year should be the increase, instead of $70, to avoid 
prospective and actual loss,

HORSE AND LIGHT FIELD GUNS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In the JourRNAL of May 5, under the caption of 
the * Relative Values of Field Artillery Gune,” 
Lieut. Leary, Jr., 4th Art., is quoted as authority 
for the assertion that “ we haveone uniform calibre 
for both horse and light field service,” etc. 

In the first place, our system of field ariillery has 
for many years embraced borse, light and ls 
field guus, as evinced by the old tactics and ord- 
nance manuals. The samesystem was beld during 
the late war, when we had the 3’ light twelve and 
the 20-pdr. Parrott, so many artillery officers holding 
opivions as to the excellence of the light twelve, 
that no rifle gun was constructed to take its place. 
There is no official declaration indicating that our 
system in this respect has undergone any change. 

Now as to the character of this 3".2 gun which 
Lieut. Leary asserts was intended for either horse or 
hight field service. In the Reportof the Chief of 
Ordnance for 1883, p. 289, will be found his order for 
its design, in which he is particular to state that 

. . “in determining questions of calibre, weight, 
etc., the Board will not lose sight of the fact that a 
heavier field gun and possibly a lighter one for use 
with cavalry, will be needed in the future.” Ibis 
clearly indicates thac the present necessity was for 
a light field guo, curresponding to the old light 
twelve, and that the Chief of Ordnance clearly re- 
cognized the existence of a system embracing the 
three distinct kinds of gun as being still in exist- 
ence. 

That the Ordnayce Board so understood, and that 
the order was for alight field gun pure and simple, 
is made clear beyond question of doubt by its lan- 
guage, which is so exact us to admit of no misinter- 
pretation. On the next page of the same sopest 
the Board says: ... “In foreign armies bat- 
teries for field service are divided into three classes, 
viz., horse, light field, and heavy field. The design 
herewith presented is according to instructions for 
a piece intermediate between the lightest and 
heaviest guns."’ Then foliows the general details for 
the 3.2 gun. 

No language could more clearly indicate thata 
gun for horse artillery service was not under con- 
sideration. Nor is one for both borse and light field 
service deemed permissible in any service. Even 
in those where but two guns exist, one is designed 
especiully for horse artillery service only, and the 
other has to do duty as both alight and heavy fleld 
gun. 

Here it may be pointed out that Lieut. Leary is 
inapt in what he terms a ‘“ military Teuto-maniac,” 
for the Teutons, both Germans anj Austrians are, 
and always have been, the most strenuous advocates 
of his idea as toa limited uumber of calibres, and 
bave until, perhaps, recently confined their field 
guns to the light and heavy only, the former for 
horse artillery alone, while France, Russia, England, 
etc., have the same system as ourselves. That Ger- 
many will go into a war with France or Russia and 
face their 24 or 27.5 pound position guaos with her 18 
pound field gun, is hardly to be expected, and 
Krupp bas already constructed a 26.4-pdr., which 
is superior to —y field gun yet produced, and it 
will doubtless be found in position with the other 
German batteries when they uext open fire in battle. 

But not even the Teutons, whose ideas as to a re- 
duced number of calibres Lieut. Leary advocates, 
nor the artillerists of any nation maintain a system 
wherein a single gun is madeto do duty for two 
purposes so widely separated iu their nature as those 
of horse and light field artillery service. The only 
effort being in the Russian service; but even there 
the guns, though of the same calibre, are very differ- 
ent in weight, and the results anything but satisfac- 
tory, as they will find to their cost if ever their 15- 
pdr. fiela gun 1s brought into battery against the 18- 
pdr. of the Germans. 

The difficulty in the supply of artillery ammuni- 
tion during our war was not due to the kinds and 
calibres used, though far in excess of what now 
obtains, but to the weight, due to excessive and, nu 
doubt. too often useless expenditure py the batteries. 
From the vehemence with which the German artil- 
lery officers condemned the expenditure of ammu- 
nition, during their late war, one would be led to 
suppose that their batiery commanders were given 
to “shelling the woods,” etc. Yet no battery 
throughout the entire war expended tbe ordinary 
supply with the battery in avy battle, the nearest 
approach being 666 rounds out of a total of 924. But 
even to supply « battery under fire is a very differ- 
ent thing from | the same for the infantry, aud 
this question bas little or no bearing upon the 
question of asivgle calibre for the two purposes. 
Certainly the Chief of Ordnance did not order, 
neither did the Ordnance Board report, that their 
plan was for any such gun, but both indicated in 
unmistakable terms that the 3’.2 gun was for light 
field cervice, pure and simple. 

So far from those officers, ordnance or artillery, 
who advocate our present system, being Teuto- 
maniacs, as Lieut. Leary asserts, the retort courte- 
ous, based upon the facts, and the theories and prac- 








i f the Teutons themselves, is that he is the

SOME ORDNANCE NEWS. 


A PARAGRAPH in the Tribune of May 13 states that 
“a board of Naval officers has found that the steel- 
faced turret plates made by Charlies Cammell and 
Co. and John Brown and (o., of Sheffield, England, 
for the Miantonomoh, do not fit.” Until this de- 
fect is remedied, adds our contemporary, this Moni- 
tor, upon which work is being done at the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard, cannot be completed, the only recourse 
being to order new plates or to test the possible fa- 
cilities of the Bethlehem [ron Works to refit the 
present ones. 

This alleged trouble with the Sheffield plates is 
certainly very singular. When the contract for the 
Miantonomoh's armor was awarded to the two 
above named firms, the ereatest care was apparently 
taken by the Bureau of the Navy Department bav- 
ing the matter in charge that no detail of the s - 
fications, essential toits perfect execution, should be 
omitted. Not only precise drawings, but templets, 
of all the types of plate to be produced, were pre- 
pared and sent out. As the order was the first one 
awarded by the U. 8S. Government for turret plates 
abroad—it being then impossible to produce them 
at home—Cammell and Co. and Brown and Co, did 
not consider the profit, but were boand toa most_sat- 
isfactory fulfilment of their work with a view to 
subsequent contracts. The capabilities of the two 
establishments for the production of plates of all 
sizes, thicknesses and shapes, were adequate to any 
demand, and they bud furnisbed armor to ever 
European power—more armor, in fact, than ail 
otber manufacturers together—witbout a mishap in 
design or structural exactness. Besides this exceed- 
ing probability of the two Sheffield firms doing their 
work faithfully, it must be remembered that, ac- 
cording to the contract, every plate for the Mian- 
tonomoh was carefully inspected by a U. 3. Naval 
officer, detailed for the purpose, and approved b 
bim beforeshipment. Comdr. Chadwick is a capuble 
und efficient officer, and unquestionably be did bis 
duty thoroughly. Giving theee facts their full value, 
it certainly does not seem likely that the misfit of 
tbe plates can be due to errors in their production 
or remissness of inspection, and the default would 
be inexplicable were it not for a 
ity that the drawings and templets prepa by the 
Bureau of Ordnance may have been defective. It 
is now about two years siuce the Secretary adver- 
tied for proposals from domestic producers for 
the plates required for the two heavy armored ves- 
sels, the frames of which are soon to be in position, 
the bids to be enclosed to the Navy Department by 
a certain date in the fall, drawings and speci- 
fications having been previously secured from the 
Bureau of Ordnance.

The casting made by the Pittsburg Steel Casting 
Company for the 6 in. steel-cast cannon, was boxed 
and delivered to the Pennsylvania R. R. on Thursday 
for shipment to Wasbington. It is as yet uncertain 
when the gun will be completed, the working ca- 
pacity of the Navy-yard being so fully engaged 
that no progress may be possible for some time in a 
pew direction. We are informed that an American 
representative of Krupp visited the works some 
weeks ago, saw the castiug, found out as much as he 
could about the process, and came away with avery 
favorable impression. 





The announcement on Friday, May 11, of the 
casting, at the Bethlehem Iron Works, of the enor- 
mous steel base for the great compressor, is the first 
indication of progress in the construction of its 
heavy plate and guo gent allowed to be made pub- 
he by the company. The casting, weighing 122 tons, 
is the largest ever made in this country. hen Mr. 
Randall, some tbree years ago, visited Pittsburg 
with the House Committee on Fortifications, of 
which he was cbairman, his attention was called to 
an improvised sign over the front door of the office 
of the Steel Casting Co., whieh read, if memory 
serves: ‘Steel castings of 44-tons weight made 
here.”’ The great Penosylvania protectionist Con- 
gressman read the announcement, and, turniag to 
his colleagues, said at once: ‘That settles the 

uestion of beavy gun production in the United 

tates.”” Atthat time—as, we presume, it still is— 
the Steel Casting Co.'s melt was Bessemgr and cru- 
cible. Une or two otner Pittsburg concerns, not- 
ably the Soho Works and Mackintosh, Hemphill and 
Co.. had an equal capacity iu open bearth metal, 
and at the Penosylvania Steel Works, at Steeltoa, 
there was 60 tons capacity of open hearth available. 
There may have been something of the affluence of 
a politician in Mr. Randall's rewark, but, if so, be 
“builded better than he knew” in his prophecy. 





Our French service contemporaries, of the most 
recent date, are very much exercised about reported 
experiments at the port of Kiel, North Germany, 
with a pveumatic-dvnamite cannon, similar io all 
respects of design to Zalinski’s construction of a 
year and a halfago. La France Militaire, of May 4, 
and Figaro, we believe, of May 1, have a column 
long correspordence on the subject. According to 
this statement the preliminary experiments were 
conducted as long ago as last July. Since then the 
guv and system bave been perfected and improved, 
the particulars of construction and working baving 
been furnished by the captain of a German corvette. 
The greatest poszible secrecy has been observed, but 
notwitbetandivg this the facts of the last trial have 
reached the Paris journals. The date, which is not 
given of the last trial. is understood to be within a 
sburt time back. The report of the trial is very de- 
tailed, but it is singularly like in every particular to 
our own reports of the destruction of the Silliman 
by the Zalinski guo, in the lower bay, a few months 
ago. Tbe Germans, for instance, anchored a con- 
dembed vessel at 1,900 uctres distance trom the fir- 
ing. point. Three shots, blank, were discharged to 
determine the proper elevation and degree of air 
compression. Then one charged shell was fired, 
which sank beneath the stern, threw up a column of 
water, brought down tbe main mast, and generally 
dismantled the bull. A second shell explodeu amid- 
ship and broke the vessel inv two, utterly ruining 
her. The account is thus but a replica of the narra- 
tive of the Silliman’s destruction; but, added to this 
similarity of the relatiou, the details of the gun 
itself, its valibre, length, etc, are those of the ori- 
gival Zalinski guns, avd the bursting charge of 
nitro-gelatine is about the sume as the American 
ore. The concluding statement that the Germano 
Adwiralty will at once proceed to construct a very 
fast steamer, to be armed with three of the dyna- 
mite, compressed-air, guna, completes a coincidence 
which is quite as amusing as it muy be extraordi- 
nary. Thetruth undoubtedly is tbat the Germans 
have constructed no such guns at all, made no such 
trials, and purpose building no such boat. It 1s the 
ovinion of the managers of the Pneumatic-Dynamite 
Gun Co. io this city, that the story is, if not essen- 
tially a fabrication, tne frightened inspiration of a 
French spy wh” has been imposed upon by the Ger- 
yoans. The Europeaao correspondents of the com- 
pany take this view of the matter. 





From an European letter just received we quote 
the following statement regarding the ill fortune 
which has attended the subsidized Crezot enter- 

rise at Terni, ltaly. Our correspondent has the 

t means imaginable to obtain correct informa- 
tion. Hesays: * The Creuzot people have signally 
feiled in tieir Italian enterprise to make solid steel 
plates on the Schueider system at Terni, and this 
fact is painfully apparent to the Italian Govern- 
ment, which is at present in asad dilemmua. It is 
quite on the cards that Messrs. Schneider will bave 
to retire compulsorily and very soon from Italy, 
which is ( heir last stronghold on this side the water.” 
We commend this statement to the attention of the 
Ni ee eee. lt is not yet by any meuns too 
late to urmor the two new armored ships with com- 
peuud plates. 





The proprietors of Emmensite, a new explosive, 
composed of picric acid, chloride of potash and 
chloride of soda, buve issued a statement of compar- 
ative pressures, the figures giving tons per squia7e 
inch: Emmensite, 283: vitro-glycerine, 264: explo- 
sive gelatine, 253; formite, 250; oxomite, 249; pun- 
clusrite, 208; gun cotton, 198; dynamite, 144: atlas, 
138; rackarock, 117; roburite, 24,and blasting gun- 
powder, 23. There has been vo official tes: of em- 
mensite and these figures are not to be depended 
upon. Gen. Abbot reported that rackarock, for ex- 
ample, gave nine per cent. more pressure than dy- 
nawmite, which will make it 157, according to the fig- 
ures given above.

The Grand Cherif of Morocco bas purchased six of 
the largest and latest improved Krupp guns. Three 
of the pieces are destined for the protection of 
Peregil island, near Tangiers, lately the scene of a 
quiet attempt by the Spanish Government to ac- 
quire a foothold. 





The 15 inch pneumatic dynamite cannon, con- 
structed by the Cramps, at Philadelphia, for the 
Itahan Government, isso far completed that it will 
be brought to this city next week and mounted at 
Fort Lafayette. After its valves are fitted and re- 
gulated it will be tried in the usual manuer. Th‘s 
being the first one of the larger calibres, especial in- 
terest attaches to the trial. 





Though it is well known to English and contin- 
ental military circles that the British Committee on 
Small Arms so lonr ago as last January rendered its 
report to the Secretary of State for War in favor of 
the adoption of tbe improved Lee system for re- 
armament of the forces, the first official intimation 
of the adoption of the newrifle was made in the 
House of Commons on Tuesdsy night by the Hon. 
W. G. Smith, the Governmentleader. The cable re- 
ports him as follows: “He said the Government bad 
at last adopted a new repeating rifle for the infan- 
try. This rifle had been tried in various climates 
and under varying conditions, and had been found 
to be an admirable weipon. Duiriog the last three 
years no effort had been spared by the Government 
to perfect the army, whatever might be said about 
the imperfections of tbat branch of the service.”’ It 
is understood that the War Office bas an appropria- 
tion of £60,000 for special vlant and tools for the 
manufacture of the Lee- Metford. 





Though the patents of the Gatling Gun Company 
are now iv the bands of an English company, we uu- 
derstand that the office at Hartford is to be contin- 
ued, and itis probable that the manufacture of guns 
for the American market will continue there. The 
right to manufacture the gun in this country aud on 
this continent has not yet heen sold, but the company 
has an option on it until the first of July,and has 
deposited several thousand dollars which it will for- 
feit if it does not buy. Whatever the decision in 
this matter—and the chances seem to favor the pur- 
chase—the present plaot will remain in Hsrttord, 
and whatever guns are used in this country will be 
made there.

LEONARD Swett told an interesting story the other 
day, illustrative of General Grant's traditioval 
good luck, as well as his lack of what is called 
sbrewdness in commercial dealings. When Grant 
was engaged in writing bis memoirs the Century 
Company, which had been publishing some of his 
war articles in the Century Magazine, offered him 
$10.000 for the manuscriptof bis book. Webster, the 
publisher, alzo had his eye on the alert for the forth- 
coming work, and ove day called on the General to 
inquire about it. Grant was seated at bis desk, 
about to attach his signature to the Century Com- 
pany’s contract, which -lay before him. I[t had ap- 
passotiy never occurred to him to ask more for his 

iterary production. Webster intimated that ke 
‘would like to make an off-r. 

“If it would not be impertinent,” he said, “I 
would liketo inquire bow much the Century Vom- 
pany agrees to pay you?” 

“Ten thousand dollars,”’ General Grant said. 

“Then Ll wouldn't sign that contract just yet,’’said 
Webster. 

“ Why not?” 

** Because 1 will pay you $50,000." 

General Grant opened his eyes in amazement. It 
bad hot occurred to him to set so high a value on 
bis work; be had vot thought of dickeriug beyond 
the first offer. But be did not sign the contract. 

Afterward Mark Twain, Webster's relative and 
business partner, called and told the General that 
none of the publisbers bad offered him what his 
manuscript was worth. “I will give you $100,0U0 and 
a royalty.” be said. So Webster aud Co. became 
Grant's publisherr. The firm has grown rich out of 
Grant’s book, and Graut's familv bas been paid over 
$500,000. [Fred. Grant savs $411,000.) 

“And Grant’s book,” said Mr. Swett, in conclusion, 
“will become a Classic more valuable than * Casar’s 
Comrentaries.’ I consider 1t the greatest achieve- 
ment of General Grant’s wonderful hfe to have 








written such a work with death looking over his 
shoulders.’’—Chieago Times.

THE TROUBLES IN THE SEVENTH N. Y. 


Ir the several regiments of the New York National 
Guard give due heed to tbe wise admonitions that 
have been addressed to them from various pulpits 
of late, there should bea decided elevation of their 
already bigh moral standard. Last Sunday the men 
of the 7lst N. Y. attended St. George's Church and 
listened to a sermon byits rector, the Rev. W. 8. 
Rainsford, which was full of excellent instruction. 
The 7th bad previously listened to the admonitions 
of its soldier. chaplain, the Rev. Dr. Paxton. Could 
be have bad the members of the veteran organiza- 
tion there, in company with the active members, he 
would, no doubt, have preached from the text: 
* Litule children love one another.”” We are sorry 
to see that the controversy between the veterans 
und the offivers of the active organization has 
broken out again. It wight be reconciled if the prin- 
ciple were borne in mind thut those who bave ceared 
to do military service should be modest about 
clsiming military honors. The uniform and 
title are the symbols of authority, and where 
the exercise of autbority has ceased the use of its 
symbols sbould termiaate. This is the geceral prin- 
ciple which should control the action of theex mem- 
bers of a military organization, especially those who 
are so situated that tnese self-assumed uniforms and 
titles may be confounded with those of others. The 
chaplain of the 7th can tell bis military pamsbiouers 
that an ex-pastor 1s always in danger of becoming 
the most troublesome member of the congregation 
to which he has been attached. The same principle 
applies to the ex-members of a military organiza- 
tion who retaiu a quasi connection with it. 

In a circular sued May 7 the Board of (Officers of 
the Seventh publish a report of the meeting held 
May 5, with the reso:utions theu recommended for 
adoption as follows: 

Resnlved, 1. That the officers of the regiment who are 
members of th2 Veterans of the 7th Regiment withdraw 
from that organizitiou, which shall not tolerate the use by 
its officers and members of military titles, uniforms and in- 
signia of rank, except as ‘hey are thereto entitled by law; 
but shall exist ouly for social and benevolent purposes, and 
to promote the welfare of the 7th Regiment. such an 
association was thereatter regularly tormed and chartered 
March 1, 1886. 

In Auwust, 1886. the colonel of this regiment, having met 
the colonel of the Veterans of the 7th Regiment, a memor- 
andum of agréement was made which it was hoped would 
torm a basis of tuture hearty co-operation between the 
regiment and the Veteran Association, and remove all ex- 
isting differences upon the subject at issue.

2,150 of the 
Regulations (as amended 1n G. O. 8, A. G. O., 1888, says: “A 
ration is the established daily allowance ot food for one per 

soo. Forthe U. 8. Army itis now composed as follows: 12 
ounces of pork or bacon or canned beef (fresh or corued), 
or 1 pound and 4 ounces of fresh beef, or 22 ounces of salt 
beef; 18 ounces of soft bread or flour, or 16 ounces of hard 
bread, or 1 pound and 4 ounces of corn meal. To every 100 
rations, 15 pounds of beans or peas, or 10 pounds of rice or 
hominy; 10 pounds of green coffee, or 8 pounds of roasted 
(or roasted and ground) coffec, or 2 pounds of tea; 15 pounds 
of sugar; 4 quarts of vinegar: 1 pound and 8 ounces of ada- 
mantine or star candles; 4 pounds of soap; 4 pounds or salt; 
4 ounces of pepper; and to troopsin the field, when Leces- 
sary, 4 pounds of yeast powder to the 100 rations of flour.”

Ans.—The Department Commander usually regulates the 
proportion of fresh beef to be issued, except in cases

THE NICARAGUA CANAL SURVEY. 


A DESPATCH from Mauchuca Rapids, on the San 
Juan River, Nicaragua, April 14, reports that the 
Nicaragua Canal survey progresses satisfactorily, 
and the members of the expedition continue in good 
health. The location of the lower route from the 
dam at Ochoa to the San Juanillo River is complete, 
except one gap of less than two miles about five 
miles east of Ochoa. Mr. Le Baron is there now with 
party No. 4 completing the jocation Between the 
San Juanillo and Greytown the preliminary line is 
fluished, excepting about three miles. The prelim- 
inary line agd the location will be the same, except 
about two miles, which will be surveyed in a short 
time. The survey of the San Juanillo River and 
Silico Lagoon, with soundings and gauging is fin- 
ished. The gauging and cross-sectioning of all the 
streams crossing the live from Ochoa to Greytown 
are finisbed. The borings both along the line and 
at the sites of the dam, embankments, locks, cul- 
veris, etc., are finished from Ochoa to San Juanilio. 
The survey of the upper river from Fort San Carlos 
to and including Toro Rapids is finished.
